AFFIDAVIT 


NOW COMES the Petitioner, KEVIN ROY KRAMER, and being first duly sworn, 
deposes and states that: 


The mother of the minor child is JULIA C. EICKMEIER, who now 


threatens to remove the minor child from the State of Illinois to reside in the State of 


Ohio. 


That I am the Petitioner, and I have had the minor child living with me the 


majority of the time since the filing of the Petition for Parentage until recently. Julia has 
been moving from place to place has not had a fixed abode. As a result, Madeline has 
resided with me 80% of the time and I have had her continuously from 
until recently. On August 2, 2013, Julia came to me and asked to spend time with 
Madeline and took Madeline with her for the weekend. Julia now refuses to return the 
child to Petitioner or to let him have her in his possession for any period of time. She 
has told me that she met a man at a music festival in Ohio on July 20, 2013 and he 
resides in Cincinnati and that she wants to move to Ohio to be with this male. She has 
no other contact with the State of Ohio than this man and has no job prospects or other 
means of support there. 




4. The parties had a paternity test taken which showed that I am the father of 
the child and therefore the likelihood is that I will be established as the father of the child. 

5. The impact on the Respondent from being enjoined from removing the child 
is minimal compared to the detrimental effect it will have on the relationship between the 
child and myself. 

6. The Julia has not answered the Petition herein and is in default and the 
matter is set for hearing on the default for August 15, 2013. Given her recent behavior and 
actions I fear that if she were to receive notice of this hearing and request that Julia will 
remove herself from the State of Illinois to avoid the hearing in this matter unless 
prevented by temporary restraining order from this court. 

7. That Petitioner has no adequate remedy at law if the harm sought to be 
prevented is not enjoined by temporary restraining order of this Court. 

8. The entry of a temporary restraining order and thereafter a preliminary 
injunction will preserve the status quo during the pendency of this action and will enable 
the court to properly adjudicate the rights of the parties. 

9. That I can testify to the above facts by relevant, competent and material 
testimony.
